THE USEFUL LEMON. 

One of the best all-round house- 
hold doctors, and by far the cheepest 
is an ordinary sour lemon, which | 
can Le bought for a few cente. If 
you have a troublesome corn, give 
it a het bath and cut away as much 
as possible of tho corn, rub well 
with a slice of lemon, and bind on 
tho corn the lemon slice. Repoat 
for three nights and you will never 
be without a lemon. 

If a bee or other insect stings you,

If you have dark hair and it seems 
to ke fatling out, rub the scalp with 
a slice of lemon.

Mr. S. F. Cody Tellsof His Experi- 


ments With Them. 


Tho first record of the practical uso 
of kites is said to date back as_ far 
las 206 B.C., when they were utilized 
}for military signaling purposes dur- 
ing war by Han Sing, a Chinese gen- 
eral, and, according to history, 
proved valuable. Mr. S. F. Cody, 
whose kite has been recentiy 
adopted by the British Admiraity, 
tells in Pearson’s Magazine the story 
of his experiments with kites that 
can lift a man. 

“All my | life,’’ he says, “TI have 
becn interested in kites, but only durs 
ing the last two years have I con 
structed them for practical purposos. 
But already hundreds of succossful 
|ascents have boen made, and I aw 
lvery sanguine of more success in the 
Hfuture.

34. Golden Text, Luke iv., 49. 


‘The events of this lesson were 
bably immediately subsequent ae 
those of last weok.

with Him.” Vhis also ought to be 
truce in some measure of overy believ- 
er, for the life of Jesus should ba 
manifest in ua (IL Cor. iv. 10, 11). 
One has soid that the eye of the 
world takes in more than tho car 
and that Christians lives are the 
only religious books tho world reads. 
Therefore there ia not so powerful a 


{Sermon in the world as a consistent 


Christian life. 

Having been cast out of Nazareth, 
He made Capernaum His home, 
which is spoken of as “His awn 
city" (Matt. ix, 1), and there and 
throughout all Galilee He preached 
the gospel of sickness and disease 
(Matt. iv, 23). John the Baptist 
Was now in prison, and our Lord 
wes probably in tke latter part at 
His first year's ministry. As Hw 
taught the peoplo heard that’ which 
they were not accustomed to, for Ha 
taught with authority. He said only 
what the Father told Him. His toxt 
book was the law, the prophets and 
the psalms, and He expounded in all 
the Scriptures the things concerning 
Himself. (John xii, 38, 49; Luke 
xxiv, 27, 44, 45). Just the samo 
teaching and exposition are needad 
to-day, and those who teach other 
wise than according to the Serip- 
tures are not following our blessed 
Lord. 

Evil spirits still possess and speak 
and act through men, women and 
children, gnd such are sometimes 
found in church and Sunday achool 
to this day. They want to to let 
alone concerning righteousness ant 
}temperance and judgment to como. 
They sxy, “Speak unto us smooth 
things, prophesy deceits; cause the 
Holy One of Isracl to cease from bhe- 
fore us" (Isa. xxx, 10, 11). Saying 
true things about Jesus Christ ae 
this man did or as the woman did 
at Philippi (Acts xvi, 17) is not no- 
cessarily evidence of a true know~ 
ledge of Jesus, yet there are peopla 
even among the preachers whoso 
knowledge of Jesus does not seem 
io exceed that of these ovil spirits. 
Where there is no true reception of 
Jesus Christ as tho Saviour of 
Sinners there is no life oternal (John 
i, 12; I John v, 12). 

The Lord Jesus by His word deliv- 
jered this man from the evil thing in 
him, and the man was whole. When 
people talk and act like the devil let 
us remember that Jesus still lives 
and He is ablo and willing to cast 
out the evil spirit and give instead 
Liis own Spivit. If we trusted Him 
more fully in these things how Hia 
lfame would spread abroad, It had 
been a strange morning in that ayna- 
gogue at Capernaum, for such an 
event had never transpired there bo- 
fore. The power of God had been 
secn, for Jesus was God manifest in 
the flesh. As Simon, Andrew, Jamos 
and John walked from the synagoguo 
to Simon's home what may have been 
their musings? Possibly the hoaling 
of the demoniac may have led them 
to tell Him quickly of the sick ong in 
Simon's home. 

As soon as He took the sick one by 
the hand, the fever was gone, and 
she was ablo to rise and minister to 
them. ‘This is not the way that fev- 
er patients generally recover, but 
such recoveries aro all oasy to Him 
who made us, Demons onnnot abido 
Him, sickness floos before Him, Ha 
lis life and health and light and 
strength, and nothing to the con: 
trary can abide in His presence. Soon 
the fame of Him and His wonderful 
works spread through tho city, and

their country by the Empress Do- 
wager and her advisers. But the de- 
mented incompetents in Pekin tried 
to crush the growth of the movement 
and have made matters very much 
worst; -hired assassins were sent to 
Hong Kong by the Pekin Court, and 
murdered some of the Reformers 10 
the British Colony, afterwards re- 
ceiving rewards by Imperial decree 
expressly for the outrage. The Bri- 
tish Government did not insist on 
territorial or other concessions as re- 
paration, nor_make any fuss in any} 
way. 

f TOOK IT QUIETLY. 
Quietly and unconcernedly it no- 
tified China that, among civilized | 
countries, political refugees must | 
not be hunted down; and that to 
send emissaries to commit crimes in 
another country’s jurisdiction is bar- 
parous. China took no notice, but 
in fact tried to repeat the offences. 
And still Britain was so quiet that 
nearly everybody said, “British policy 
in China is nil; it is asleep or dead.” 
But it was not; Britain was just 
thinking, and watching, while Time 
wes bringing the answer quickly | 
enough,

Tt is a fact that when known | 
seditious persons have come _ to 
Shanghai, with the idea of taking 
‘refuge from Chinese law, they have | 
been warned authoratively that the 
foreign authorities would not refuse 
to band them over if asked. 

But the Pekin authorities continued 
to misrule, and the Chinese continued 
to grow disaffected. 


PROTESTS UNNEEDED. 


So, friendly protests being unhecd- 
ed, Britain simply relaxed her volun- 
tary restrictions in the matter of Ke- 
form propaganda. The result ‘was 
secon in the Supao case, which 
rained some notoricty. In this in- 
stance the Roformers published not 
a certain thing on a cerLain day, but 
® long-continucd eerios; they began 
gradually, knowing how the British 
authorities had discountonanced over- 
Plain speaking. In due time they no- 
ticed that they were not being taken 
to task, as they expected, so they 
grew belder and bolder in their de- 
nunciations of the way their country 
was being sold to the enemy.

THE CAVE UF GHOSTS 


Requires a Very Strong Nerve to 
Explore It. 


@ne of the curiositics of Oakley 
Oreck, N.S.W., is a cave which very 
few people care to enter. It is of the 
usual order of statactite and stalag- 
mite shapes and figures, but in order 
to get inside it the visitor must 
crouch and squeeze himself through 
a narrow opening and grope his way 
in the inky darkness for a few yards 
till he can stand erect and light a 
torch. 

As soon as he has done this, 
sees, faintly, the weird shapes — as- 
sumed by the water dripping from 
the limastone and he hears a whirr- 
ing noise. He feels inclined to make 
his exit at once, but he, hears some- 
thing moving all round him, and pre- 
sently something touches him. 

He concludes that there are un- 
canny spirits about, and this sensa- 
tion is multiplied many times in in- 
tensity when, on turning to retrace 
his steps, he finds himself confronted 
by a tall, ghostly figure. 

If the visitor has a strong nerve, 
or has been forewarned, which is not 
always the case, he recognises that 
the ghostly figure is a senseless 
block, formed by the dripping from 
the limestone, and that the moving 
reatures are bats 

There is one part, of the cave which 
no man has dared to explore; it is 
called the Blow Hole. One adven- 
turous visitor was about to squeeze 
himself through this narrow aper- 
ture, when it occurred to him to 
throw a stone through. He did so, 
listening for the stone to touch bot- 
tom, and the dull sound that 
convinced him that there was 
sheer drop of 200 feet on the other 
side of the Blow Hole. -

Tho 
transiations, with one or two excep- 
tions, were lost until compartively 
recent times, and now one has been 
found by chance in the library of 
Columbia University. In examining 
some old inunuscripts re.ently Pro- 
“sor David E. Smith came upon a 
document of very ancient appearance. 
It preved to be a translation of tle 
works of Mohammed Ben Musa Al 
Viiowarizimi, the most celebrated 
mathematician of the Bagdad schoo}, 
which flourished under Mamun Ta- 
roun Al Raschid and Al Mansur. 
The. manuscript came to Columbian 
in a large consignment of old books 
and papers sought. in tho second 
Niand book shops of Europe. Its 
presence was unnoticed until Profes- 
sor Smith made a careful examina- 
tion. We reported his find to Lib- 
raian Canfield, who verified the au- 
thenticity of the document.

APPLYING MANURE. 


In the first place, quality more 
than quantity should be the aim of 
the manure maker. ‘To this end, just 
suflicient bedding should be used to 
prevent any loss of liquid droppings 
of stock. Animals should be given 
plenty of room in stalls and pens, 
las it is easier to care for them pro- 
perly than when confined to very 
close quarters. 1 prefer clover hulls 
for bedding to anything else and al- 


makes a Manure twice as valuable as 
wheat or oat straw. Leaves are al- 
so preferable to straw, and if there 
is any woodland on the farm it is 
no difficult matter to provide them 
for winter .beGding. Whatever is to 
be used for bedding during winter 
and spring should be stored in the 
barn or stable, where it can be had 
at any time as needed, otherwise in 
severe weather, when straw stacks

If it is a dairy farm, or if other 
stock is kept and it is desirable to 
clean out stabfes every day, or even 
every week, a good manure pit 
should be provided,

Last winter I was walking along 
the shore of a frozen, snow-covered 
lake, when I came upon a muskrat 
house—a dark, dome-shaped mass of 
leaves and turf rising some two feet 
above the surrounding ice and capped 
With snow, writes a correspondent. 
Scarcely three feet away there ran 
a line of fox tracks, and twenty 
yards from the, shore these were 
crossed by the trail of a rufied 
grouse, who, for some reason, had 
been walking across the lake, The 
fox had not even stopped to snuff at 
the muskrat house, for porhaps no 
one knew better than he what a 
waste of time it would have been, 
Reynard is very fond of muskrats, 
and no doubt in winter they would be 
more than acceptable. But it would 
take him a long tiine to scratch 
through the thick walls of such a 
house as I was looking at, when they 
e frozon into one solid mass, and 
it would take the muskrat something 
less than a second to escape into the 
lake, through tho doorways which 
Were well below the tee.

When they 
begin to get their fur they are pret- 
ty little creatures, and soon they 
learn to follow their mother out of 
the burrow, and even accompany her 
in excursions across the lake or 
stream near which they live.

the water, into which they would 
scramble like turtles at the 
first sign of danger. By the fall 


they are practically full grown, and 
no doubt many of them hélp to gath- 
er turf and sticks and leaves with 
which to make a winter, home.

It Is Valuable for Weakly, Deli- 
cate People. 


Butter is so common a commodity 


that people use it and scarcely ever) 


think what wonderful value lies at 
their hand in the pats of dainty yel- 
low cream fat. Of course, they know 
that it is useful in many branches of 
cookery, and that without its aid 
the table would be bare of its thinly 
rolled bread and butter, its delicate 
cakelets, and 
sories. Beyond these uses the value 
of butter is a thing only vaguely 
thought of. 

But this delicate fat is as valuable 
as the dearer cod liver oil for weak- 
ly, thin people, and doctors have fre- 
quently recommended the eating of 
many thin slices of bread thinly 
spread with butter as a means of 
pleasantly taking into the bodily tis- 
sues one of tho purest forms of fat 
it is possible to get. 

Butter is a carbon, and all excesi 
of it is stored up as fat in the body. 
It gives onergy and power to work 
to those who cat heartily of it. 
it is not economy at table to spare 
the butter, even to the healthy folk, 
For any one afflicted with consump- 
tion butter cookery, if plenty of fat 
can be digested, is one of the best 
ways of curing tho disease if it is in 
its early stages, or of keeping it at 
bay if advanced, 

Butter is not a simple fat, com- 
posed of merely one sort. It is a 
mixture Of no less than seven differ- 
ent sorts of fats, and no more com- 
plex oil can be taken than this is.

MR. RUDDICK SAYS THE QUAL- 
ITY IS UNRELIABLE. 
Also Deteriorat Very Quickly Af- 
ter It is Landed on tho 
Other Side. 


Speaking ‘on the above subject

lers to ask would be, How docs our 
butter suit the British trade? © What 
are its defects, if any, and how may 
|they be remedied? — In answer to the 
lfirst question T would say that our 
| finest butter gives excellent sat- 
|is action and it is doubtful if there is 
any better butter on the market. The 
|trouble is that the quality is irregu- 
lar, lacks uniformity, or in other 
words, it is unreliable. A dealer may 
get one lot in excellent condition and 
of choice quality, but the next one 
he buys is not up to I expectations, 
so that when he is offered Canc 
butter again, he is inclined to p 
a price equal only to the value of 
{the poor lot. In this way much of 
four butter does not receive the 
standing which it deserves. The but- 
ter that is of known quality and 
that can always be depended on to 
come up to a certain standard will 
jbe more in demand than one which 
may average as good, but which 
frequently of inferior grade as well as 
of choicest quality. Our butter is 
also said to deteriorate very quickly 
after it is landed on the other side, 
and that being so dealers are not en- 
couraged to trade in it. TI want to 
emphasize the importance of pleasing 
the British merchant os well as_ the 
customer. The morchant is

CAUSE OF DETHRIORATION. 

Now let us see if we can determine 
the cause of these defects which com- 
fel us to accept from one to two 
cents a pound less in price than some 
of our coinpetitors receive, I believe 
it can ke stated in a very few words. 
It is hécause the butter is not kept 
cold cnovgh at the creameries, is 
exposed to heat unnecessarily in 
shipping to Montreal, and is not al- 
Ways frozen properly when it arrives 
there and before being placed in the 
cold storage chambers of the steam- 
ers. 

Mr. F. A. Knowlton, travelling in- 
spector, who made numerous tests 
during the past season of the tem- 
Perature of butter at the creameries 
and as delivered to the refrigerator 
cars. reports that the lowest tem- 
perature he found was 38 degrees on 
two occasions, one lot being from 
the West Shelford Creamery and the 
other from the Compton Model Farm 
Creamery. The highest temperature 
Was 64 degrees, and the average of 
fifty lots was nearly 49 degrees. Is 
it any wonder that our butter lacks 
uniformity 2? Mr. M. B. Longeway, 
who is refrigerator car inspector at 
Montreal, examined 400 cars and 
contents, as they were opened in 
railway yards. Me reports the 
temperature of butter as varying 
from 46 up to 58, and in a few caes 
as high as 60. On the whole the 
refrigerator cars prevented the tem- 
Perature from rising to any extent. 


Tn fact. in testing some boxes it was | 


found that the butter was colder at 


the outside than it was at the cen-| 


ter of the package, showing that tho 
temperature was even being lowered. 
The refrigerator cnr service is cap- 
able of being improved, but it is 
better now than what the creamer- 
ies provide for themselves. To prove 
that it is possible for creameries to 
maintain a lower temperature, I 
need only quote the record made at 
the Sherbrooke Creamery from July 
20th to 28th, when a thermograph 
Placed in the refrigerator showed a 
temperature varying 
FROM 32 TO 86 DEGREES. 


Now I thiink I have said enough to 
show Why our butter is irregular in 
quality, and why some of it deter- 
jorates rapidly after reaching the 
other side. After butter is packed 
in boxes the length of time it will 
keep depends almost wholly on the 
temperature at which it is held. 
The age of butter is more prope:ly 
calculated according to the tempera- 
ture at which it has been stored 
than from the date on which it was 
made. Butter which would turn 
out well after several months stor- 
age at 10 degrees or under, might 
become quite stale and rancid in a 
few weeks at 40 to 50. Butter

Obituary. ‘ 


MRS. JANE WATSON ARMSTRONG. 


Mrs. Armstrong passed from this 
life on Saturday the 6th of Feb., inst., 
aged 94 years, and was laid away in 
our village cemetery on Monday the 
8th. The funeral service was held at 
the home of her daughter, Mrs. Robt. 
Breakell, by the Rey. E. W. Mackay, 
B. A., the pastor of St. Peter’s Pres- 
byterian Church, 


The above are the simple statements 
of years of life and date of death. 
There are others incidents that many 
would like to learn of such a prolong- 
ea life, such as, that she was born in 
Glasgow and in the early forty’s 
came with her husband to Canada 
settling in Belleyille in this county. 
For a time Mr. Armstrong was engag- 
ed there as a merchant, but in 1851 came 
to Madoc, where he died in 1852, leav- 
ing his widow and four children, 
Margaret, now Mrs. Vankleek, John 
Armstrong, who died twenty-one 
years ago, Martha, after Mrs. P. Mc- 
Oallam, and now dead, and Ann Jane, 
now the widow of the late Robert 
H. Breakell. For ten years after her 
son's death she resided at the home of 
her daughter, Mrs. P. Vankleek in 
Madoc township, and the last eleven 

ears of her life with her daughter, 

rs, Breakell, There are some re- 
markable things connected with her 
life that would seem desirable to re- 
cord. While in no particular sense an 
assertive woman, yet she carried with 
her certain elernents of strength that 
made her individuality marked. She 
never forgot that she was born in 
Scotland and inherited the national 
pride of her race and was an out and 
out Presbyterian, and neyer question- 
ed the Short Catechism as a full and 
complete confession of faith. The 
acquaintance with her of the 
writer commenced in 1854 and from 
circumstances came to know her and 
her family very well, being present at 
the marriages ot her three daughters. 
The writer remembers with what 
reverence she spoke of her privileges 
in early life in Glasgow of listening to 
worthies of the Scotch pulpit, and her 
loaning to him the celebrated ‘Dr, 
Guthrie's sermons on Ezekiel,” which 
had been secured before leaying Scot- 
land. Betweeneighty and ninety she 
became totally blind and a little later 
on almost totally deaf, it requiring 
very familiar voices to attract her at- 
tention, Her knowledge of Presby- 
terian theology was more than ordin- 
ary, and her sharp condemnation of 
departure therefrom by Scotch folk 
was often amusing, 

Mr. Mackay who saw much of her 
during her last years referred in his 
remarks at the funeral to the fact, 
though blind and deaf for so many 
years, she had so stored her mind with 
the enlightning truths of God’s re- 
vealed word that it had become a 
glowing inner light that beamed on 
her pathway, despite these afflictions, 
and caught in Rivante the celestial 
light and voices beyond. Cared for by 
loving daughters her last days had ail 
the desired comforts, and the value of 
a legacy left can never be told here.

The late Mr. Kavanagh, was born 
in the county of Wicklow, Ireland, in 
the year 1834. He came to Canada in 
1854, and a year or two later, with his 
brother Patrick, settled on the Hast- 
ings Road at Umfraville, where he 
resided until he moyed to Bancroft a 
few years ago. 

The deceased was about twenty 
years reeve of the united townships of 
Dungannonand Faraday, and occupied 
the warden’s chair in 1886. He was 
employed for more than twenty years 
as overseer of colonization roads, a 
magistrate for about forty years, and 
acted as clerk of the Division Court 
here for the past twelve years. He 
was prominent among the men who 
introduced the cheese factory business 
in this district, and had always been 
widely known as one of the leading 
citizens of the northern townships. 

While he was a faithful and deyout 
Roman Catholic and staunch Liberal, 
he was liked and respected by men of 
all religious and political yiews, and 
was in every respect a thorenghly 
honest man, a good citizen and a kind 
neighbor. 

A man who -was so prominent in 
public affairs as Mr. Kayanagh could 
not avoid creating a certain amount of 
opposition, but it was noticed that he 
was followed to the grave by the men 
who had been his strongest opponents 
in political affairs, all of whom seem- 
ed to feel his lose as that of a personal 
friend, 

He was married shortly after sett- 
ling on the Hastings Road to Miss A. 
Kelly, an old neighbor and _ school- 
mate in Iveland, who with two sons, 
Thos; and Dermott, and fiye daugh- 
ters, Mrs, M. Rouse and Misses Mary, 
Anastasia, Theresa and Alice, are left 
to mourn his loss. We can only add 
that they have, in their bereavement, 
the sincere sympathy cf the whole 
community.

RUG AND RAG CARPET. 


Probably all women who mako rugs | t 
are familiar with those that aie 
knitted on large wooden ne eles, aud 
also with those that are braided, but 
Perhaps all do not know of the 
crocheted rugs which are pretty and 
easily made. ~ Tho jieces are cut in- 
to narrow even strips, then sewod 
togethor und wound into balis and 
crochoted in thy single stitch into 
rugs of the desired shape and size. 
The cusiest way to mabe a rug is to 
cut the cloth in strips about  tiree 
inches wide, then lay three or four 
of tho strips together and stitch 
through the centre to a lMuing of 
bed ticking or builap, cut the size 
and shape you want the rug to be.

“In a peat moor of Trundholm, in 
the Danish island of Seeland, a re- 
markable discovery has been made in 
connection with the sun worship

“Six inches under the decayed vege- 
table growth was found a bronze sun 
cheriot, partly broken, which repre- 
resents the disk of the heavenly orb 
drawn on three pairs of wheels by @ 
horse. This hieratic object was un- 
earthed near Nykjobing, where, ac 
ng to the distinguished archaco- 
director of the National 
Museum at Copenhagen, Dr. Sophus 
Moller, many objects of a similar 
style have been discovered before.

“Sun worship, as Pytheas already 
stated, existed in the north. It was 
a cult widely prevailing among the 
Germanie race—even more 60 than in 
the south; for in the north the sun 
is essentially a beneficient star; while 
in the south it is often a bringer of 
death, of plague and of agricultural 
distress. 
“In the Edda we repeatedly — meet 
with a Sun Chariot—nay, even a Sun 
Daughter. In old German poetry,

same cult, 
etical and the prose Wdda, or Norse 
Scripture, amply testify to a belief in 
a sun drawn by a steed, And now, 
at last, the visible proof of that an- 
cient, even prehistoric, creed of our 
common forebears has been bodily 
brovght from under the earth, where 
it was so long hidden.”

NEW ZEALAND BUTTER. 
How It Has Gained Its Good Re- 
putation. 


Canadian butter suffers to some 
extent by comparison with that from 
New Zealand. Mr. J. A. wuddick, 
Chief of the Dairy Division, Ottawa. 
says the comparison is really not a 
fair one, because New Zealand but- 
ter is all grass butter, and it ar- 
rives fresh in Great Britain during 
our winter season, so that any 
Canadian butter which comes into 
direct competition with it must no- 
cessarily be winter mado or held 
summer stock. New Zealand butter, 
however, has.a reputation in Eng- 
land for keeping quality, and it will 
be of interest to Canadians.to learn 
how that reputation has been ac- 
quired. 

In the first place having no natur- 
al ice, the majority of the creamer- 
fes are equipped with mechanical re- 
feigerating machines. ‘Their cream- 
ery refrigerators are kept fairly cold, 
but they have no refrigerator cars 
such as wo have. ‘The secret of 
their success is that butter is ship- 
ped from the creameries twice a 
week to cold storage, where it is 
immediately placed in a chamber at 
ten degrees and held there until 
forwarded to England. It must be 
at least four full days in store be- 
fore it is shipped, to’ give time for 
thorough freezing to the centre of 
the package. Although the butter is 
sometimes carried several hundred 
miles to the London steamer, i's 
temperature must be below tie 
freezing point of water; otherwise it 
will be refused and sent to cold 
storage to be re-frogen. The tents

perature in the chambers of th 
steamer is about 10 coegrees. It is 
placed in the steamer with the 


frozen mutton, which must be! kept 
at oa low temeratwe. It is easy to 
understand that butter handled — in 
such a-manner, although it is two 
months old when it reaches the muar- 
ket, will have more life in it than 
some of our butter which has been 
held two or three weeks in a cream- 
ery at a temperature of 40 to 50 
degrees. Tf our creamery owners 
and patrons expect to compete with 
the Danes, who ure so close to the 
market, and with the New Zealand- 
ers, who employ such low tempera- 
tures almost from the day their but- 
ter is made, it is time they wore 
making a more serious effort to im- 
prove matters at their end.

WAR ON MALARIA. 


Dr. Koch Stamped It Out on an 
Austrian [sland. 


Austria has along its Adriatic 
shores a stretch of warm, marshy 
lunds infested with malaria. The re- 
sult is that this coast is not so 


though its fishing and other indus- 
tries should attract a large popula- 
tion, 

About two years ago Dr. Koch, 
whose investigations in Africa had 
convinced him that malaria might | 
be overcome, expressed the opinion 
on 
the Adriatic seaboard could be re- 
moved, If there was an opportunity 
to make the experiment under the 
best conditions he would bo glad to 
do 80. 

He desired to test the matter at a 
Place so isolated that it could not 
be invaded by swarms of the species 
of mosquito which conveys the mic- | 
robe of malaria and communicates | 
it to persons by its sting. The low 
lying island of Brioni, about four 
mailes off the coast of the Istrian 
peninsula, sixty miles south of 
Trieste, was well situated for his 
work. 

It is so far from the mainland that 
the mosquito, which cannot fly a 
great distance, is unable to reach it. 
unless taken over on boats. Dr. 
Koch would have to fight the insect 
only as it is bred in the swamps of 
Brioni. 

Ho was told to go ahead and funds 
were supplied for the-work. We laid 
out the plan of campaign and em- 
Ployed Prof. Frosch and Dr. Blun- 
dau of Berlin to execute it.

Dairy Inspection and Instruction. 


Important. Changes Made by the 
Eastern Ontario Dairyman’s 
Association. 


The Board of directors of the East- 
ern Ontario dairymen’s Association 
made some changes during the year 
1903 in its management of the dairy 
business, and among the most import- 
ant was a change in the method of 
instruction, The various factories in 
the eastern district were formed into 
groups or syndicates, and an instruc- 
tor was placed in charge of each, 
whose duty is: First, to instruct the 
patrons upon the care and handling of 
milk to make the finest cheese. 
Second, to look after and urge upon 
the owners of factories the improve- 
ment of their buildings and surround- 
ings, and to persuade them to improve 
the sanitary conditions thereof. 
Third, to instruct the maker, when 
necessary, to improve the manufac- 
ture of cheese. Fourth, to test the 
milk of the patrons of the vavious fac- 
tories, when found necessary, and to 
endeavor to improve the product of 
the factories oyer which they have 
control. While everything in con- 
nection with the working of this 
syndicate system was not as satisfac- 
tory as might be hoped for, yet the 
trial has been made, and the results 
are soconyincing that the associationis 
adopting the same system, with a few 
modifications, for this year, Mr. G. 
G. Publow will be chief instructor, 
and with him at the head, and the co- 
operation of the patrons, factory 
owners and makers may hope to make 
greater progress during 1 than any 
previous year. Factory owners wish- 
ing to become members of the various 
pyndisetes in their respective districts 
should notify R. G. Murray, Brock- 
ville, the secretary, as soon as possible.

In the country in cases where it 


is advisable to economize washing as 
Much as possible, an excellent plan 
for keeping a two or three years old 
baby warm and tiay, is to make 
woolen drawers for him out of an 
old pair of stockings belonging to a 
grown person. The fect are cut off 
._ and the upper parts hemmed. Then 
the tops are slit down about 10 inch- 
es and joined together, with ao 
square gussct in the middle, in the 
form of drawers. Often the tops of 
cashmere stockings are ready hem- 
med, but if not they can be hemmed 
ready to thread an clastic through 
to keep the drawers in place. These 
are not only warmer, but obviate the 
constant changing necessary, where 
children are playing out of doors in 
sand and dust, with the usual white 
drawers,

water, and add to it one tablespoon- 
ful of spirits of ammonia. Place 
the flannel in the water, stir it rap- 
idly round for a short time, and 
rinse it up and down, then take it 
out and rinse it in pure water. 


WASHING AND IRONING, 


Washing is so common a thing that 
one might readily suppose every 
house-wife familiar with the myster- 
ies of it. And so they frequently 
are, so far at least, as enables them 
to make things look clean; but how 
few can combine this cleansing pro- 
cess With the preservation of the ar- 
ticles which are washed. Almost in- 
Variably the same system is used in 
washing articles of every description. 
|We have been told by a gentleman 
who has had much experience in hir- 
ing help from the laundry in hotels 
that it is exceedingly difficult to get 
}good laundresses even there, where 
there is not so great a variety of 
washing to be done as in private fa- 
milies. In washng plain white 
clothes, a few general rules will suf- 
fice. 

First:—Never put your clothes to 
soak the night before wash-day, un- 
less you use warin water, and soap 
them well. It is not necessary - to 
soak them at all. For washing, pre- 
pare a tub of warm water with a 
little soda, which is not at all  in- 
jurious to the clothes if used in rea- 
sonably small quantities. If there

PURIFYING MILK BY OZONE. 


An apparatus in use in Germany for 
the purification of inilk by ozoniza- 
tion is so constructed that the milk 
contained in a vessel flows thence in

tery aro s0 arranged that the arc 
formed by the jumping of the current 
from ono carbon point to the other 
Passes through or in close proximity 
to the stream of milk.

|Oxygen in the air is said to be suf- 
ficient to kill all micro-organisms con- 
tained in the mill. While no refer- 
jence has been mado to the use of this 
apparatus for the purification of wa- 
ter, there seems to be no reason why 
ozone could not be applied to this

The Widower 
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The Widower —Thig interesting bird, 
}concerning whose habits little that 


i8 authoritative has been written, is 
| believed by ornithologists to belong 
{to the Phoenix family (moanibus oasy 
|consolibus) because it has the power 
| to » from its 29 in resplendent 
}plumage and renewed youth, 

The Widower is a migratory bird, 
and at Intervals makes its appear- 
ance in every community, but so 
greatly is it esteemed as a household 
}pet, and so keen is the pursuit after 
jit, that it rarely escapes the net of 
| the {éwler for long, and few of the 
species are to be seen at large. 

In appearance the Widower is what 
may be called interesting rather than 
| beautiful, though {it varies greatly at 
{different ages. When it is young it 
has a sad and melancholy air, and 
utters plaintive notes that make ev- 
ery female who hears it long to con- 
jsole it. But this sorrowful swan 
song lasts only during the first few 
months. After that it grows chirpy 
and chipper, und blithely carols a 
merry roundelay that greatly resemb- 
les “A liot Time in the Old ‘Yown 
To-night.’’ > 

‘the plumage of the Widower is al- 
So worthy of note, for it has the pe- 
culiar, chameleon-like quality of 
changing under ditierent conditions. 
During captivity it almost invariab- 


ly wears a garb of sombre hue  un- 
fashionable in cut, and frequently 
jconspicuously unpreened and un- 


kempt. 

‘Lhe moiment,however, it becomes 
free this strange bird blossoms forth 
in a beautiful gorgeous coat of live- 
ly hues that is calculated to catch 
the eye from a distance; but as soon 
jas it is again caught and caged it 
molts its fine feathers and resumes its 
unattractive appearance. 

No one has over been able to ac- 
jcount for this idiosyncrasy, but the 
phenomenon of the Widower doing his 
lightning change act into a buttertly, 
or back into a grub, may be witness- 
ed daily. This peculiarity, unfortu- 
nately, often causes great disappoint- 
ment to the owners, as not infre 
quently a female goes to great trou- 
ble to capture a Widower, thinking 
it a Bird of Paradise, only to dis- 
cover when she has got it home that 
it is nothing but a scarecrow. Thus, 
from this simple circumstance, does 
nature teach us not to buy a bird by 
its looks. 

Concerning the anatomy of tne 
Widower ornithologists dilier greatly, 
though all agree that it is All Heart, 
Some authorities contend, however, 
that this organ, in size and shape, is 
like an omnibus, while others hold 
that it is of the elasticity and dura- 
bility of a football. It is interest- 
ing to observe that some of the 
most carnest and painstaking inves- 
tigators along this line of scientific 
research are women, and we may 
confidently look for valuable light to 
be thrown on the subject in the near 
future. 

The chief characteristic of the Wid- 
ower is, as has been stated, its abil- 
ity to ariso from the ashes of the 
funeral pyre—as long as it is its 
wife’s funeral—with renewed youth. 
Reputable eye-witnesses declare that 
they have seen one of these birds, 
droopy, With draggled tail feathers, 
and one leg swathed in red flannel 
jbandages for rheumatism, suddenly 
metamorphosed into a giddy young 
thing that could dance the two-step 
and stay up all night, and that look- 
ed like a two-year-old. It has also 
been observed that the oftener the 
Widower arises from the ashes the 
younger it becomes, until after about 
the third rejuvenation nothing but 
a debutante is young enough to at- 
tract its attention. 

In its habits the Widower is a 
curious combination of the fly bird 
and the barn-yard fowl, for while its 
jgiddy flights are interesting it is ad- 
mirable because it knows how to 
scratch for a living. It has, too, 
generally a well-lined nest, instead of 
having to build one. 

In a way the Widower has some- 
jthing of the predatory characteris- 
tics of the hawk, and knows that the 
only way to get a thing is to take 
it, and this causes it to often pounce 
upon the most charming young pul- 
}let in the bunch and bear her away, 
under the very eyes of her chaperon, 
On the whole, though, it conducts its 
love-making after the manner of the 
nightingale, and sings a song of such | 
surpassing sweetness that no heart} 
jean resist it.

portation for the East, in case it is 
considered necessary. Halifax can 
only accommodate two additional 
regiments. The Royal Artillery 
will be removed from the citadel 
barracks and distributed among the 
fortifications, and 1,500 men will be 
quartered at the citadel.

Mrs. Kimbell’s 
capacity for food is now only half 
;What it was, but she is still allowed

To clean white fur, as you do not 
wish to send your fur to a cleaner's 
try rubbing the fur thoroughly with 
warm dry bran, using a piece of book 
muslin as a rubber. Failing this, try 
magnesia in the same manner. 

To black a kitchen range first wash 
off all groase spots with. soapsuds, 
and if there are any rough, rusty 
places or spots where something has 
burnt on the stove rub it well with 
a piece of rough sandpaper. Mix the 
blacklead to the consistency of cream 
with vinegar, stale beer, or cold wa- 
ter. Apply this to the cool stove, 
and when nearly dry polish with oa 
atid brush. It should always be 
polished when the stove is cold, for 
when hot the blacking burns on and 
does not polish well.

The following timely article from 
the last issue of the Ontario Church- 
man,of Kingston, is particularly appli- 
cable to all the readers at the present 
time :— 


Now that the season of Lent is with 
us, it is well to consider it seriously, 
and, while keeping its lessons and uses 
before us, avoid whatever may tend to 
frustrate its true object. 

A season of self-denial it is intended 
to be, but with a clear and definite 
aim behind that self-denial. To giye 
an opportunity to devote more time, 
more thought, more prayer to the 
good work of Christ’s Kingdom, be- 

inning in our own souls, but remain- 
ing there only as long as may be need- 
ed to strengthen ourselves for the ex- 
tension of that kingdom so that_the 
gospel may indeed be preached to 
every creature. 

It is a time for earnest prayer at 
home and at Church, a time for more 
frequent communiory a time for more 
Bibly study and for reading what- 
ever may aid in strengthening our 
faith and stirring up our will to more 
determined effort. 

That the world has quietly submit- 
ted to the Church’s rule regarding fes- 
tivities during the season is a clear 
gain. Itis no longer fashionable to 
despise the discipline even though it be 
neglected, and one reason for this is 
that inconsistencies in the keeping of 
Lent haye been frowned upon by the 
Church and by those of her members 
who understand her life. 

Self-denial that there may be more 
for God’s work, sayed from the lux- 
uries and from the unnecessary things 
—which men so often look upon as es- 
sential—will lead to holier, happier 
lives, because more truly fulfilling the 
purposes for which man is intended. 

Prayer and sacrament, taking the 
place of worldly excitement for a sea- 
son may lead to more serious and 
pepatabie life eyen after the season 
has passed. And that must he the 
test of its use, If, after Easter, the 
Lenten season be only the memory of 
extra services and unpleasant duties, 
instead of a power for good which we 
see exemplified in our homes, in our 
business and in our Church, then the 
season has been barren. But if men 
can feel that it has helped them in 
eyerso slight a degree, that it has 
tended to uplift their liyes and lead 
them toa closer walk with God the 
Godly discipline of Lent will be a thing 
long to berememberedand greatly to be 
thankful for. ?

LIGHT THROWN ON CANCER. 


Field of Observation Is 
Opened Up. 


Great importance jis attached to 
two recent discoveries concerning 
cancer which have been widely dis- 
cussed in London recently. The first 
_ of these is the discovery of the exis- 
_ tence of cancer in fishes, as in man 
and other warm-blooded animals liy- 
ing in similar conditions to man, 
It is hoped that the fact that cancer 
exists in fish, which live under such 
diferent conditions from man, may 
_ conduce to a more speedy and com- 
_ plete knowledge of the disease. 
The other discovery was that of 
_ Prof. Farmer and Messrs. Moore and 
_ Walker, ‘This does not promise an 
immediate cure or prevention, but is 
acknowledged to be of the highest 
importance. At present its practi- 
‘cal value is diagnostic. It enables a 
distinction to be drawn readily, even 
easily, between malignant and be- 
‘nigant growths. The fundamental 
importance of the discovery must be 
discounted. Heretofore the most ter- 
_ ible thing about cancer has been the 
_ ignorance of the causes of its ~ birth 
and growth. A microbe parasite has

NEW BULLETPROOF CLOTH, 


Wonderful Things Related of an 


Italian Invention. 


The world is at present intensely 
jinterested in a new Italian bullet- 
|proof cloth, and since the Italian 
'Government is negotiating for its 
use it is of importance that we sec 
;just what the results are, although 
it is necessary to state that the in- 
vention remains a secret, and this 
notwithstanding attempts to discover 
its details. Thus we shall haye to 
deal with a general description and 
with the results of experiments. 

The armor is a sort of felt, the 
stufl being capable of adaptation to 
any form whatever; for example, a 
breast plate with a collar of a sort 
of coat which completely envelops the 
wearer and absolutely guarantees him 
from gunshot wounds. ‘The thickness 
of the protector varies from one-six- 
teenth to seven-sixteenths of an inch, 
according to the arm the effects of 
which it is Gesigned to destroy. 
Ageinst the armor of seven-sixteenths 
of an inch the regular ordnance re- 
volver with steel covered ball is pow- 
erless, and also the gun of the 1891 
model charged with smokeless pow- 
der. In the nuincrous experiments 
which have beet) mude—in firing at a 
distance of several yards—the ball, 
whether it be of lead or steel, when 
it st 93 the protector is arrested 
and deformed, in some cases rébound- 
ing and in others being almost reduc- 
ed to a pulp, Thus there is not only 
an arrest of the ball, but deforma- 
tion as well, and in this deformation 
the force of the ball is converted. 
While there should be o high degree 
of temperature at the point touched 
by the ball, it scems that the ball 
alone fecls the effects, for the protec 


tor docs not seem to be burnt in 
the slightest. 
These results are not limited to 


ballistic effects, for in the recent ox= 
periments {t was sought to pierce the 


| possible force. The point of the arm, 
however, could not ponetrate the felt 
and Was bent into a shapeless mass.

|Ticld says : 

The sum given should not be look- 
jed at as an investment with a view 
}to expending the interest alone on 
the purposes for which the fund was 
cstablished, but that its distribution 
capital and intere:t included, should 
be effected over a limited number of 
years, such as might be regarded as 
covering the initiation of club rifle 
‘shooting. Since the fund was estab- 
llished evidence of its distribution on 
the lines laid down has been want- 
jing. In fact, the donations last re- 
corded amounted to no more than 
the approximate interest of the total 
fund. It has recently been announced 
that the trustees of the fund have 
decided to provide a silver challenge 
cup for each county having two or 
more affiliated clubs, competitions 
for the same to take place between 
the clubs of such counties. The com- 
peting teams must consist of not 
less than four members, of which at 
least half shall be civilians. Service 
rifles must be used, though in the 
case of miniature ranges adaptors 
or Morris tubes may be emyloyed in 
connection therewith. Subject to the 
above general conditions, arrange- 
ments will ho settled locally by 
agreement between the several clubs, 
the association of reserving the 
right of giving final judgment in 
cuses of dispute.
